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This report is a fifth bibliographic account of literature concerning tele- 
vision as a technical aid in education and in educational and psychological 
research and contains material published during the period 1971 to 1974, 
The references are classified according to 8 main categories, each having 
4 subdivisions. The bibliography contains references which are a result of 
computer search in the filés of ERIC, ISI and SSCI. Dissertation Abstracts 
International, and research literature which was available to us ha ve been 
searched for relevant references. Two indexes have also been included, 
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periodicals, and (2) an index which is an alphabetically arranged list of 
authors. 
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INTRODUCTION 



Information on television as a technical aid in educaticn and in educationäl 
and psychological research is constantly growing since the introduction of 
closed-circuit-television systems and videotape recorders (CCTV/VR) in 
the fields of education and pedagogical and psychological research in the 
1950's. The permanent increase of the flow of published material that is 
difficu.lt to survey in the general frame of educationäl literature shows the 
great interest which still exists among educators, educationäl organizers and 
research workers. 

In 1967 a research project was set up at the Department of Educationäl 
and Psychological Research at the School of Education in Malmö (Sweden) 
with the aim of studying possible effects of externally mediated self-confron- 
tation via CCTV/VR on how student teachers experienced their own teaching, 
One of the first tasks was naturally to get a general view by studying infor- 
mative material concerning this research problem. The results of this bib- 
liographic exploration have been made available in the form of three special 
bibliographies (Bierschenk, 1969, 1971a, 1971b). The bibliographic mapping 
carried out in connection with the project mentioned above was from the 
start restricted to a manual search for literature. In the search for relevant 
information, 24 journals and bibliographies containing artides in English 
and German covering the period 1959 - 1970 were studied (Bierschenk, B. , 
1973, p 5). In our attempt to study the reference lists systematically, the 
following key-words were tised in the manual search: Educationäl Television 
(ETC), Instructional Television (ITV) and Closed Circuit Television (CCTV). 

It is impossible to say whether these "search terms" have been the most 
suitable ones for the examination of the subject indexes of the reference lists, 
since this question is linked up with both the discrimination level of the in- 
formation system and with the bibliographic control or control mechanisms 
of the individual systems. 

A computer- based search for literature was carried out in the "Research 
in Education" (RIE) and Current Index to Journals in Education (CIJE) data 
filés, both as a continuous registration of newly issued publications and 
retrospectively by means of a computer-based search in the data base 
"Psychological Abstracts", covering the period 1969 - 1972 (Bierschenk, 
1973 pp 7-8). This search has led to approximately 450 relevant referen- 
ces, which have been systematized in the form of a fourth special biblio- 
graphy (Bierschenk, 1973). In addition about 60 references have been ob- 
tained from the International Microteaching Symposium held in Tubingen 
(Germany) in 1972. 

This extensive search for literature has resulted in about two thousand 



references. Using the knowledge obtained on the subject and the information 
contained in the titles of the publications, the material included in the bib- 
liographies was divided and subdivided according to somewhat different 
category systems. This reflects a constant change in the direction and 
differentiation of the literature. An enormous amount of work would be 
required for all this literature to be studied and the reported results pre- 
sented. For this reason, so as to make them easily accessible, the aim has 
been to structure the references according to eight main categories, seven of 
which are subdivided according to (1) model, (2) methods and techniques, 
(3) applications and (4) effects. But one should not forget that the informa- 
tion one usually gets from references is very poor as regards the contents 
behind the titles. In general, the changes, which the category system used 
in this report reflect show that the international literature now focusses on 
psychological problems concerning individuals and the personality of indi- 
vidual s . 

In the developmental stage of the. category system the bibliographic 
material contained a great many references from the years before 1971. In 
order to avoid too great an overlap with the already published bibliographies, 
these references were elirninated. An integration of all material under the 
categories of this system has been anticipated but considered to be unmanageable 
at the moment. 

The bibliography now contains references which are a result of our com- 
puter search of the period June 1972 to 1974-06-30 in the ERIC, ISI and 
SSCI-files. Also references found in Dissertation Abstracts, International 
and re search literature which was available to the project have been searched 
for references.
